Plans for quick action on beer 
and- farm relief were announced 
after : conferences with President- 
elect Roosevelt in which it be- 
came known that he desires 
to 


"avoid an extra session after he 
takes office March 4. 


As represented by th'ose who con- 


ferred with him, Mr. 
Roosevelt 
'holds as most important the bal- 
ancing of the budget. 
H,e hopes 
they said, that revenue from legal- 
ized .beer and a reduction In gov- 
•eshment expenditures will make 
additional taxes unnecessary. But 
sKbuld the treasury deficit con- 


** tinue to mount, Mr. Roosevelt was 
* «ald to be ready to meet whatever

States, and internationally known 
attorney, died suddenly today of 
apoplexy. 
He was -67 years old. 


Olds, who was Frank B. Kel- 


logg's 
under-secretary

left his apartment in Rue De L' 
Unlversite, according to his cus- 
tom, to walk to his office. 
He got only a few yards from 


his home when he became violent- 
ly ill. He succeeded in returning 
to his home but died in a few min- 
utes, a physician who was urgent- 
ly called giving apoplexy as the 
cause.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(fl>)— 
Despite President Hoover's advo- 
cacy of creating an agency to re- 
examine the war debts, indications 
today were that this government 
would do nothing, leaving the next 
step in the troubled situation to 
its foreign debtors. 


Not only did Mr. Hoover's pro- 
posal meet with strong and ap- 
parently conclusive opposition by 
congressional leaders, but this op- 
position was backed up by a state- 
ment from President-elect Roose- 
velt that he believed existing dip- 
lomatic channels were adequate to 
hear new pleas from Europe.

ond one started, in 1864. 


But by the next administration, 


Andrew Johnson 
In 1866 ' could 


give thanks that "we have been 
allowed to send our railroad sys- 
tem far into the inner recesses 
of our 
country." 


Grant, in 1870, was terse and 


businesa-like about saying "It be- 
hooves a people censible of their 
dependence on the Almighty to 
acknoweldge gratitude."

ing after an argument with his 
wife. He concluded the argument, 
they said, with a threat to jump 
and though Mrs. -Gates grappled 
with him and sought ta restrain 
him, 
the fought his way to the 


window and leaped to his death, 
landing on his head. 


He was pronounced dead by an 


ambulance surgeon and after an 
investigation 
police 
listed 
the 
death as a suicide. 


Gates was credited with hav- 
nig participated in some 2,000 air 
meets in 43 states and he exploit- 
ed many of the flying circus ex- 
hibitions of the army air ser- 
vice.

and numerous 
aviators who later

mous travelled in his troupe as

RIFT OCCURS IN 


JAPANESE-SOVIET 
FRIENDLY_RELATIONS 


JAPANESE 
MILITARY MIS- 


SION ASKED LEAVE SIBER- 


IAN LOCATION SOON 


TOKYO, Nov. 
24.—(IP)—A 
rift 


occurred today In the heretofore 
friendly co-operation between Rus- 
sia and Japan during the rebel- 
lion in Northwestern Manchuria. 


This 
Information 
came 
from 


Eijl Amoh, Japanese charge d'af- 
faires in Moscow, who sent a Rus- 
sian 
government communication 


to the foreign office asking that 
the Japanese military mission at 
Maehevskaya leave Siberia soon. 


The mission has been at Ma- 


chevsknya to negotiate with the 
rebel Chinese general, Su Ping- 
Wen, 
who captured and held near- 


ly 300 Japanese1 a few weeks ago 
when he took charge of a large 
slice of Manchuria 
against 
the 


soviet border. 


Through the good offices of Rus- 


sia, 120 Japanese women and chil- 
dren were released, and 42 more 
were reported set free last week, 
leaving about 100 still in the hands 
of Su's irregular Chinese troops. 


The Russian request was hand- 


ed to Amoh by L. M. Karahan, 
vice-commisar for foreign affairs, 
whose statement said the hope of 
negotiating with General Su was 
apparently futile. 
The soviet vice 


commisar asked the Japanese to 
stop using the airfield at Dauria, 
nearby, where supplies intended 
for tho captive Japanese had been 
landed. 


The communication was receiv- 


ed unfavorably In Tokyo, especial- 
ly M. Karakhan's 
accompanying 


comment that the soviet govern- 
ment was certain from the begin- 
ning that General Su would re- 
fuse to treat with tho Japanese. 
(General Su recently was report- 
ed as saying he would not meet 
the Japanese, and they threatened 
to wipe him out, even if it en- 
dangered the lives of the Japan- 
ese hostages.) 


Suspicions Reinforced.

statement by the Russian tended 
to reinforce the long-held suspi- 
cions- here that soviet influence

GREAT LIVESTOCK FEEDING 


PROGRAM UNDER WAY WEST 


TEXAS; FEED IS PLENTIFUL 


• SAN 
ANGELO, Nov. 23.—( 


With the best winter range in 
many years already cured, -with 
farm lots stacked high with al- 
most unsaleable 
feed, and with 


hundreds of wheat fields available 
for grazing, an extensive livestock 
feeding program is well under way 
in West Texas. 


More liberalized credit appears 


in prospect immediately, and if 
slightly more spread develops be 
tween fat 
and 
feeder livestock 


markets, the greatest amount of 
feeding in its history will be as- 
sured this section of the Lone Star 
state. 


Ranchmen are looking to the 
San Angelo branch of the region- 
al agricultural bank for credit* re- 
lief, and 
thousands of head of 
lambs and calves have been con- 
tracted contingent upon the abil- 
ity of the buyers to obtain loans 
The credit bank already has loan- 
ed $18,791 and approved $14,203 of 
the total feeder applications of 
$346,203. 
Recent protests of the 


Sheep and Goat Raisers' associa- 
tion of Texas have brought indi- 
cations of a less stringent attitude 
toward split-loan and feeder loan 
applications. 


Some West Texas wheat fields 
are filled with lambs at a charge 
of 6 to 8 cent a head a month, but 
many others are Available. 
This 


charge is less in most intance than 
range costs. 
Lambs and calves are not losing 


weight on the range, as is usually 
the case with the coming of cold 
weather, because of an abundance 
of cured grass and weeds. 
This 


also is reponsible for a smaller 
number of feeder-breeder contracts 
than last year, when hundreds 
were made by ranchmen with the 
farmers of the Panhandle. 
The 


only condition which could cause 
ranchmen many losses this win- 
ter would be a blizzard which 
would cover the ground with ice 
<nd snow for a prolonged period. 


According to a survey made by 


W. I, Marschall, county agent of 
Tom Green, this county already 
has nearly 7,000 lambs and 6,000 
cattle on feed. 
Although feeding 


is not far advanced in the neigh- 
boring farming county of Runnels, 
Agent C. W. Lehberg estimated 
there will be 70,000 lambs, 30,000 
beef cattle and 1,000 hogs on feed 
during the winter. 
He reported

WITH CONGRESSIONAL 
LEADERS WEDNESDAY 


PRESIDENT SEEKS APPOINT- 
MENT OF COMMISSION RE- 


VIEW DEBTS SITUATION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. 


(/P)—President Hoover today 
declared himself formally 
opposed to suspension of De- 
cember 15 payments due on 
war debts and recommend- 
ed that Congress create "an 
•agency to exchange views" 
with debtor nations, upon interna- 
tional financial obligations. 


In a lengthy formal statement 


following 
his 
conference 
today 


with congressional leaders of both 
parties, 
the 
president declared 


that "as to the suspension of in- 
stallments due on December In, 
no facts have been presented by 
the 
debtor 
governments 
which 


would justify such postponement." 


At the same time, the chief ex- 


ecutive 
declared 
a. commission 


should be created to receive sug- 
gestions on the war debt problem 
"and to report to contrress such 
recommendations as 
they 
deem 
desirable." 


The statements cntinued: 
"I have stated on many occa- 


sions my opposition to cancella- 
tion. 
Furthermore, I do not feel 
that the American people should be 
called upon to make further sac- 
rifices. I have held, however, that 
advantages to us could be found 
by other forms of tangible com- 
pensation than cash, such as ex- 
pansion of markets for products 
of American agriculture and labor. 
There are other possible compen- 
sations in economic relations which 
might be developed on study which 
would contribute to recovery of 
prices and trade. Such compensa- 
tions could be made mutually ad- 
vantageous. 
These things might 


serve to overcome difficulties of 
exchange in some countries and to 
meet the question of inability of 
some"11 of them otherwise to pay." 
"It is unthinkable that within 


the comity of nations and the 
maintenance of interational good- 
will," Mr. Hoover said, "that our 
people should refuse to consider 
the request of a friendly people 
to discuss an important question 
in which they and we both have a 
vital interest, irrespective of what 
conclusions might arise from such 
a discussion."

A $7500 needle was being hunt- 


ed today in an ash heap at the 
American Oncologic Hospital, after 
a new cleaning woman swept $30,- 
000 in radium into the incmerator. 


Four needles containing the ra- 


dium were thrown away. 
By the 
use of an electroscope, 
which 


gives signals when brought with- 
in contact with radium, Frank 
Hartman, a distributor, recovered 
three of the precious needles dur- 
ng the night. 


The radium is used in the treat- 


nent of cancer. 


The needles, each holding 12 1-2 


niiligrams, disappeared from 
the 


•adium room of the hospital. 
Wrapped in a felt-like material, 


which in turn was covered by a 
I'libbcrized substance, with ban- 
;lage gauze golded around 
th 


whole, the radium was lying in a 
table as the recently employed 
cleaning woman entered.

B. F. K. Mulllns, former educa- 
tional director of the First Bap- 
tist church of Corslcana, no*w en- 
gaged in statewide work for his 
denominations, made up the com- 
plement of passengers for the two 
busses en route to Houston. The 
Dallasttcs will attend a conven- 
tion in Houston, over tb« week- 
end. 


Tho new-typo bus attracted large 
crowds on the stre.ets of Corsi- 
cana on Its first appearance here, 
and Mr. Bowen announced that 
ample time would bo given in the 
near future for public Inspection 
of the new means of transporta- 
tion. He also said that the twd 
leased by his organization were 
tho first of a new model, and 
were the first to bo placed in 
service in this portion of the 
Southwest. The busses will oper- 
ate on a seven 
hour schedule 


from Dallas to Houstdn. 
Two Passenger Deck*. 
The new bug carried two decks 
for passengers, with a seating ca- 
pacity 
of 38, and 
sleeping ac- 
commodations for 25 passengers. 
It in operated by a crew oC three, 
—a driver, relief driver and con- 
ductor, a,nd porter; 
Is equipped 
with electric lights, radios in each 
co'mpartment, a refrigerating and 
heating system, rest room, and 
all other conveniences of mod- 
ern travel. The. driver's cab is 
located at the extreme front ot 
tho vehicle while the motor 
is 
mounted on the rear, the mount- 
Ing so constructed that the mdtor 
can be removed in five minutes 
for repairs. The power plant Is 
ot 180 horsepower capacity and 
Is able to propel the 16,500 pound 
bus in excess of 45 miles per 
hour. 
The 
vehicle 
Is air controlled, 
having air brakes, nir operated 
gear-shift and dther features. Mr. 
Bowen stated that the first models 
of tho bus were constructed at 
a cost of $87,000, but that tho 
cost would be about halved when 
mass production was started.

hungry and ill-kept, been

Communities 
have all they can do with their 
own needy. The coffee, bread and 
beans of charity are running low.

America 
gathered new 
glamour 
today with the discovery that the 
ancient Zapotec tribe of Southern 
Mexico was accomplished in the 
highly civilized art of relief-paint- 
ing In brilliant colors. 
The discovery was made In a 


tomb on Monte Alban In Oaxaca 
State, the state which early this 
year yielded the richest archae- 
ological find ever mado on this 
continent. 


Dr. Alfonso 
Caso, 
government 
archaeologist 
and his associates 


announced the find last night as 
scientifically the »most Important 
of all among the ten tombs they 
have revealed on Monte Alban. 


Disappointing 
to 
the 
layman, 
Dr. Caso said, was the fact that 
none of the rich 
treasures 
of 


jewels and gold that have hith- 
erto been found on Monte Alban 
were present In the bare tomb. 


But careful exploration disclos- 


ed paintings 
on the floor and 


door jamb of the dust filled burial 
place, and this 
discovery 
was 


even more important to the scien- 
tists because 
it sheds light on 


the 
accomplishments 
of ancient 
tribes. 


(Painting waa known to the In- 


dians who inhabited the West- 
ern plains of the United States 
although of a crude sort. On the 
continent of South America, the 


rough painting 
of pottery 
was 


known. 
The 
central 
American 
tribes who succeeded the ancient 
Mayan empire knew 'slip-painting" 
i. e. the slipping In of colored 
clay on the outside of pottery and 
outlining the slipped in portion 
with a contrasting color,, but that 
art belonged to Ceramics). 
Juan Valenzuela, one of 
Dr. 


Caso's assistants, discovered the 
tomb, and 
the 
exploration was 


done by Dr. Caso and Dr. Dan- 
iel De La Borbolla. anthropologist 
and graduate of Northwestern uni- 
versity.

paintings were done in brilliant 
greens, reds and yellows. 
The 


work was in low relief, perhaps 
in clay pigments, and the colors 
were well preserved. It Is not yet 
possible 'to say what was being 
depicted, or what significance the 
paintings may have beyond the 
knowledge of crafts.

Near the door was a beheaded 


skeleton, and in a corner was 
a heap of bones close by four 
large pottery 
dishes 
filled with 


an unidentified substance mixed 
with small animal bones resembl- 
ing those of a dog.
